"3 5 7 9, Lesbians are Mighty Pine", . /

The various speakers spoke of tlwir^ demands for "the repeal of 
sodomy, solicitation and impersonation laws, and said they 
would fight for fair emplpvpent and housing laws for homosexuals. 
The main speaker was yfifl aygEggY, _leAder of the GLF and Pastor 
of the Metropolitan Community Church, Los Angeles, California, 
who in his speech stated that 20 million Americans do it different 
and that he wanted to tell the Governor and the Legislature "We 
are not afraid any more".

that on June 27, 1971, between the hours of 1:00 FM and 
8:00 PM, a rally and parade was held by the CSLDC, 247 West 
Tenth Street, New York, New York, with an estimated five 
thousand pairtlclpants. He stated the group assembled at 
Sheridan Square, New York City between 1:00 PM and 2:00 PM, 

The march began at approximately 2:00 PM from Sheridan 
Square heading east on Greenwich Avenue, then north on the 
Avenue of the Americas to the Sheep Meadows in Central Park. 

The last contingency of the group entered Sheep Meadows at 
5:00 PM. The participants Wore casual clothes and colorful 
dress and carried placards such as ''2, 4, 6, 8 gay la better 
that straight”. The march and rally were orderly and thei^ 
were no arrests. The group dispersed at approximately 8:00 PM. 


Hie New York Times, a Mew York City newspaper, in an 
article on June 28, 1971, stated ^that about five thousand 
homosexual men and women mai*ched in a happy parade from 
Greenwich Village to Central Park yesterday afternoon in a 
demonstration of gay pride and solidarity. It stated the
